BEASTS OF 


HE British are a race of animal lovers. A sick 

beast is a matter of active concern, War has starkly 
reminded everyone in Britain of the close connection 
between the healthy man and the healthy animal, 
Today the well-being of every man, woman and child 
rests in part on the health of our livestock. Healthy 
cattle mean more and better meat, milk and butter ; 
healthy sheep and lambs, more wool and food ; fit 
poultry, more eggs ; and horses sound in wind and 
limb mean more work on the farm. The maintenance 
of good health and the ptevention of disease amongst 
farm animals are thus vital. Under the spur of 
necessity British veterinary medicine is playing an 
essential role in the national economy. Although the 
subject of veterinary science was studied in some 
European cavalry schools in the fifteenth century, it 
was not until 1790 that a veterinary college was 
established in London. The great advances made in 
preventive medicine in the nineteenth century were a 
stimulus to a similar attack on the scourges to which 
animals are subject. ‘The results are seen today in the 
way many diseases have been eliminated or brought 4 
under effective control. In the British Isles the

deadly rabies, so often transmitted to Man by the 
bite of a mad dog, belongs to the past. Rinderpest, 
the cattle plague that kills millions of beasts in 
Europe and Africa, does oot mow exist, Anthrax 
is no longer a farmer's nightmare, Destructive 
diseases of sheep and lambs dus to gas gangrene 
bacilli can be prevented and cured. Foot and 
mouth disease is better under control than anywhere 
else in Europe. But these achicvements, great in 
themselves, are no more than a beginning on a smal} 
scale, Similar problems on a much vaster scale remain 
to be tackled in India. Not to mention the need to 
extend the fight to diseases such as tuberculosis, con- 
tagious abortion, mastitis, sterility and ill-health due to 
parasitic worms —- distases which are estimated to cost 
£20 millions e year within the small compass of the 
British Isles alone! How much more do they cost 
India ? In the era of preventive animal medicine, now 
opening, synthetic organic chemicals will play a decisive 
part. The worker in the biological research laboratory 
and the chemist in the factory are uniting to help the 
veterinary profession to control the diseases of 
animalsand thereby sustain the health ofthenation,

Excellency, Viscountess Wavell, 
has given a fresh impetus to 
enrolment in that body of un- 
official, unpaid but enthusiastic 
wat workers, So has the news 
brought by recent arrivals from 
England and Australia of the 
tremendous sacrifice being made 
by women in these countries, 

War work is cssential from two 
points of view. The women who 
do it are doing something in 
their own line or are trained to 
something new which urgently 
requires doing—-it is national work 
of the first importance to the wart 
effort, On the other hand, it is 
important as there is nothing 
more dangerous than an idle 
woman in these days of mental 
strain, She is dangerous in that, 
being outside of the circle of 
workers, she is inclined to be 
bitter about it and reactionary 
in her outlook. 

There is no excuse today for 
the idle woman, There is far 
more work to be done in every 
centre than there ate helpers and 
vet it is today a regrettable fact 
that among the better classes of 
European and Indian women there 
are still quite a number who have 
not faced the position fairly and 
squarely and pone all out to help 
win this war in quick time. 
Their help is most urgently 
required and ignorance can be no

Being An Extract 
From The Diary of 
Daniel Jepys, 
Traveller 


By “‘ Michael.*’ 


F delights hath this city of 
Kurrachee but small endowment 
of nature, so are her citizens much 

set upon their wits for the devising of 
sports and pastimes and this expecially in 
time of war, 

Hence ariseth the custom prevailing 
in this city, whereby certain rich 
merchants and officers of the Crown et 
alii do betake themselves upon the 
Lord’s Day by water to a parcel of 
desert, nomine Sandspytte, that lieth to 
the westward beside the sea, and there 
disport themsctves with their wives and 
their children in bathing and drinking of 
ales and sundry curious waters of the 
country and in copious eating of meats, 
and thereafter in sleeping upon beds ; 
for they have upon this strand buts, 
albeit of a rough and ready fashioning, 
wherein to shelter from the sun's heat 
and from the rude prying of their fellows 
and of the barbarous fisherfollk that do 
inhabit thase parts. And in these divers 
pastimes they do make merry and are of 
exceeding good cheer from murn till 
eve returning only in the dusk, when you 
shall sce the sails of their crafts come 
silently like great seabirds bome across. 
the warers to their haven,

day of my sojourn in Kurrachee that a

Indian Forests

'N India, it is a wide and common 
belief that tigers are common in 
the protected forests and that a 

person keen on shooting has only to visit 
one of the forests and his interview with 
a tiger is a matter of course, The 
dreams of a young shikari in this direc- 
tion, however, are quickly shattcrcd 
after hin first visit to the forest, where 
he may have spent a good deal of time 
and money trying to bag one of these, 
and the falsity of the above belicf ix 
quickly realised, 

In forcats which art casily accessible 
and are only a day or two's journey 
from farge cities much slaughter has 
been done by so-called * week-cnd’ 
shikaris, who, by killing and wounding 
wild animals like deer on which the tiger 
pteys, bave destroycd the latrer’a natural 
food and have driven him to seck ic 
much away from borders of civilisation 
where game may still be had for stalking. 

in hill ranges and big forests a sports- 
man still somctitnes aves the sight of big 
pugs made on soft ground but beyond 
this there is no further evidence of their 
existence as tigets are great travellers 
and cach one wanders over a large arca 
stalking game which he lovea, and some- 
times killing cattle, not confined to_one 
village but one here and one there, in 
places Jong distances apart. ‘Therefore, 
these days a shikari’s hope must be 
supported by ‘luck ’ if he is to bag one.

Man-cating cigers are extremely rare 
but they still inspire terror in the hearts 
of villagers living near jungles as no 
villager can feel safe over the arca 
tanged by such a beast, 1 had the good 
fortune to shoot one afew years ago which 
had killed few unfortunate innocents, 
The chief victims were wood-cutters 
or young boys looking after cattle. 
‘There is wenerally no escape for such, 
as a man-eater crawls to within a few 
yatds unnoticed, one rush, a spring, a 
sharp cry of pain and terror from the 
unfortunate, perhaps, whilst the murderer 
makes for some thick hide with his prey 
to make his meal. J have no desire to 
tell that story herc in detail as it has 
already been told elsewhere. 


Shootiog From Elephants 

Much has been said about various 
methods employed in shooting tiger 
as this form of sport cannot be compared 
to shooting or stalking other game. 
Some prefer howdah shooting from 
elephants, where high grass prevents 
a sportsman getting a clear view of the 
game even at a distance of few yards 
apart. More expericnced prefer to stalk, 
some arrange large organised beats and 
others sit over kills, have personally 
never experienced shooting a tiger with 
the help of clephatts, though E believe 
this form of sport must be very interesting 
and exciting. It is mainly ed to 
those with large pockets who ean afford 
considerable expense. 

T have had occasions when I could have 
arranged to hire one or two clephants 
in the jungle but I have always avoided 
them for reasons of my own, chicf of 
which was the risk involved in using an un- 
trained animal which will not facc a tiger. 

T have frequently organised beats but 
except in two cases, these have almost 
always resulted in the tiger escaping 
through the ring. On one of these 
beate I had to beat a”particular 
plantation for sambhur and ‘deer or 
anything else that might turn up. The 
beat began and after a short time I 
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caughe a glimpse of a few sambhur 
running down the au/lab to my right 
about 200 yards away. Sclecting a good 
head, J fired ny rifles at the running 
sambhur, and it fell. 

The beat wax soon over as the men no 
sooner heard a shot fired than they 
left off in a hurry to eve what had heen 
killed in spite of my protests, and 
contrary to all instructions given. 

{1 pointed out to beaters the direction 
which the other sambbur had taken and 
told them to go around that hill and 
start beat from behind working it down 
the nx/lah where 1 would take up 4 
position, This done, the men went on 
to the next beat and 1 selected a suitable 
place and waited. After some time 1 
heard the shouts of beaters afar off, but 
their progress was slow. No sambhur 
appeared and I gor a bit tired and drowsy

Cut off from all his 
resources, he yet managed to raise a lot 
of money for his campaiga in a ‘number 
of ingenious ways.

lt is diffieult to understand why we who 
are heirs co all this beauty da not appre- 
ciate it and deliberately Ming away our 
heritage in exchange for samething less 
beautiful, just because ic happens to be 
modern or European or worn by every: 
body else. By doing so we are not only 
interfering with the development of 
our own. industries but helping to 
decrease the sum total of beauty in the 
world beauty which is, after all, the 
heritage of alt mankind whether it comes 
from the East or the West. ‘The resule 
of this indiference, of the total lack of 
individual responsibility has been the 
deterioration of most of our arts and 
crafts of which this country (by reason 
of the large number of races and culture 
thar it holds) tas had probably a larger 
variety than any other country in the 
world.

From Reunion comes news of oac. 
mare provisional to bring that island's 
quota to the round 50, Presumably, 
though, this will he the Jast, for a definite 
set has been taken into usc.

Another Free French issue is said by 
a contributor to the American magazine, 
Stamps, to have “ caused quite a sensation 
in philatcli¢ circles.” Lr is not eurprising 
It seers that, when the French battleship, 
Richeliew, artived in New York for tepair, 
the postmaster aboard wanted some 
means of collecting the extra postage on 
the crew’s air mail letters back to Africa.

Help To Patriots 

Meanwhile the French Committee of 
National Liberation has released another 
issuc to provide funds for the freedom 
movement inside France. ‘The design is 
symbolic~support to a Fatriot against 
a background map of France. 

Similarly in preparation for the day 
of tiberation, the Czech Government in 
Britain has issued, as a souvenir sheet, the 





designs of the stamps to be used when 
Caechostovakia is again independent. 
Four of them show scenes in Czechoslo- 
vakia and the fifth bears the postraits of 
the leaders of Czech democracy—Presi- 
dent Masaryk, Dr. Benes and General 
Stefanik, 

An the footsteps af Poland, the Yugo- 
slay Government in exile has produced 
a second set of “sca post” stamps for 
use aboard its war and merchant vessels. 
These carry portraits of leaders of thought 
and action in Yugoslavia during the 
nineteenth century, set in frames of 
traditional design. Most famous of the 
men rtrayed is Karadjurdje, great- 
grandfather of the present King Peter. 

The Dutch colony of Curacao is re- 
sponsible fora “ war” issue of particular 
appeal. Four high-value air stamps 
have been overprinted and sold to raise 
money for the benefit of Netherlands pri- 
soners of war. It is reported that the 
issue was limited to 20,000 sets, 


Abyssinian Commemo- 
ratives 


Abyssinia had a short-lived commemo- 


sutive issue last November. Accordiny 
to the Addis Ababa correspondent a 
The Times (London), tt marked the unveil~ 


ing of a Liberty statue in the capital by 
the Emperor and was on sale for only 

ninc days—from November 4 to 12—and 
then in very limited quantities. These 

were five values, surcharged and over- 
tinted “ Obelish "in Amharic and 
English, 

According to the same correspondent, 
an order for a large supply of stamps in a 
new design was under consideration, 
‘The series, he adds, is expected to include 
dolar values and air mail stamps and 
is an indication of the rapid advance of
